The first of these is the que.stion of amalgamation of the 
men's and women's Students' Societies, which after years of lack 
of, interest has at last been taken up by ail; the .'ïccond is not an. 
amendment, but calls for a referendum to be taken on the fin- 
ancing of student athletics by means of an athletic levy, and the 
related question of .student accommodation nt athletic contcst.s. 
The amendments lo do witli amalgamation will be moved 'by 
J. A. Edniison in the absence of the originally intended proposer, 
B. M. AJexander and .seconded l»y Kenneth Baker. The athletic 
levy motion will bo spon.soretl principally by Clement C. Clay.

After some discussion both on and 
oft the D.ally, a definite stand wa.i 
finally taken as regards llicalro and 
musical stories.

Tho Dally got behind a movcmeni 
started in the last few months to or 
ganlso a Canadian Intercolleslatp 
Press Union along the lines followed 
by ,tho Piosa Unions In the United 
States. Ijlttle chance was given thlf 
year lo try out llie system but sevcra' 
e.Tchanges wore made. espccl.Tlly with 
the Queens' Journal. It Is Iioped that 
the movement will be continued ne.vi 
year until an efficient organisation is 
formed. 

The Sports page and the feature 
column liavo made no radical depar- 
tures this year, but have maintained 
a standard o£ excellence set by former 
volumes. 

Ono thing that the Dally staff must 
always have an eye lo is the preptu-a- 
tlon of successors -to their ovm posi- 
tions. It Is felt that this has been es- 
pecially well done this year and that 
volume XXI, by Improving on volume 
XX, will bo tho host ever put out.

Wing Commander Johnson 
Speaks on Aviation 

civil Government Activities In the 
Itoyal Canadian Air Force," was the 
.eiibject of an addrc.>--.-< given by Wing 
Commander Johnson In the Macdonald 
Physics Building yesterday evening. 
Ills speech, which was nn illustrated 
one, dealt mainly with iho explora- 
tion and mapping woric done by the 
force. 

Mr. Johnson outlined the hi.story and 
origin ot tho force. In IDÏS the Air 
Board merged with the militia and 
navy for national defence. Later In 
1D27 the activltlos had Ijecomo s'j ex- 
tensive that AS officers and over 200 
airmen wero employed by the govern- 
ment. At that time a special director- 
ship vi-as created for tho administra- 
tion of that deivirlnipnt of Canada's 
services. Tlio foundation of tlio Air 
Force w-ns based solely upon tho for- 
est patrol Eorvlco In Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan, and Alberta. Other ac- 
tivities developed until finally they 
ovcr-.sliadowcd this forest .-.ervlce. 
Different Planes Used 

"The methods of using air-craft de- 
pend entirely upon the characteristic." 
of the country Involved." stated the 
speaker. Tho forest clad slopes of the 
Eastern Rockies aro almost entirely 
devoid ot landing ground, either by 
land or w-aler. Thus patrolling only 
Is done, and in this, district the work 
done Is solely delecllon' service. On 
tho other hand tho forests in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan are sprinkled with 
lakes which afford excellent landing 
tor sca-planos, the Vlckers Cadet and 
the Twin Knglne Flying Boat are the 
planes used. The latter can carry ten

Again, Jim Harvey, a star 
in the riayer.s* Club took the honors as 
comic lead. His takeoff on the Janitorial 
Poet Lauréat was very authentic. 

The headlincrs are more numerous 
this year, and some of them justify the 
distinction. Margaret McKay gave a 
faultless performance as a dancer. Sol 
Bazar did not show his ability to suffici- 
ent advantage. Some of the newcomers 
won niuc'h applause, chief among them be- 
ing Profes.sor Waugh, who, for once, ap- 
peared to reJinquisn his professorial lead- 
or.<;hip at the hands of a knowing wife. 
Jack Wand and Bruce Hallett overshadow- 
ed all other .singers. R. J. Pratt created 
.some impromptu humor in a dull skit. 

The orchestra was well conducted and 
added much lo the whole • performance. 
"CoUegç Girl" was the best number. Pro- 
ducer Bruce Ross had an opportunity to 
bite his lip on a number of occasions Avhen 
actors failed to appear, lights went on too 
quickly to disclose sweating stagehands, 
or choruses got out of step. 

But it was just the first night, and 
in spite of a number of features which are 
part and parcel of the show, and hence 
bound to detract from the general quality, 
it should run much more smoothly for the 
rest of the week. The one black eye which 
left some unpleasant feelings was the 
over-abundance of free advertising for a 
certain baby automobile. This is a feature, 
which, for an amateur show, is very dis- 
pleasing.

Stuilculs And Music 

Having been In a position to survey the musical 
potentialities on tho canipu.s for the imst year, J 
have been bolli disappointed and surprised at wlint 
was to be found The dlsaiipoliuineiit lias Iieeii due 
to tho lack of opportunities that mo uvallnble to 
btudcnts to hear pood nuislo wlUiln the compass 
of their pocUct.s. ami the HurprlBo to the interest 
Rii many of them take In true niuslc. 

Uefore tho ChrUtmas vacation, tho Faculty of 
Music Bovo a scries of eight concerts, mony of 
which wei-o qullo good, wlille the cost was well 
within reason. The attendance by tho students 
was, however, quite sparse, and hardly Iiidk'iitcd 
the success of the vnturo. T'our of five concertH, 
much more hlshly pilcoil, even tliough by world 
famous artists, attracted evcii Ic.is students. Thcno 
fact.i may appear pessimistic, but tho full house 
that greeted tbo concert given by the Musical As- 
sociation sliows wherein the reason for smalt at- 
tendance lies. This latter was free, indicating that 
even a nominal admission clmrgo Is cnouEh to 
prevent many fronj comlne. 

Numerous arguments have been put forth npainst 
the free concert, duo to tho fact that llio prlvlleees 
It elves are "o oflon abused. In tho case of special 
arranpemcnla being made for tho students, often 
halt of those taldng advantage of tliem aro not 
at all connected with the University, HometimcH 
unfairly doing tlio student out of Komelhing, but 
just ns often filling a void In tho support that 
should hf. p:veii but Is not. .\ concert hull halt 
empty, is not only wa.steful of Iho rffor(« of the 
artlut, but also shows tho lark of roii^icliTatlnii 
glvou 10 those who are anxious to iiitiiicl i-.in- 
not, duo to financial pie.isui'e. A nniedy for llii» 
Is easily offered, which Is that students be given 
privileges only upon identification by means of 
the usual handbook or atlilotlc card, and that scats 
left unsold, bo let to them at reduced prices, with- 
in rcasonablo time — an hour or two, for example 
— before tho concert beglnw. 

Surveys recently conducted to ilr-toi iiiliic liiu 
nveiago view held of a. university .Mtudcnt. have 
revealed that ho Is regarded mostly as ono who 
wastes time and money gloriously, and who pays 
little attention to the necessities and finer beauties 
of life. }{o Is thought to spend little tlnio In 
studying, and much time ol social functions — dances 
ond petting i-ertlea — and lo cioon ju7.7. melodies 
ns serenades. This true, b>it on\y at thu l.'tii- 
vcrslty of College Humour; olsowhoro In- happons 
to bo just as desirous of accomplishing uuiiiuthing 
definite as an.v of his worldly brethren. 

The apparent general conception 6[ the stu- 
dent hardly admits of his having any intorcHt In 
music — other perhaps than Jazz. This I havo found 
to bo«ntirely erroneous and widc-awnko enthusiasm 
hoa been dlecovcred in the most unlookcd lor places. 
Music admits of two general types of admirers, 
those who havo a superficial liking for It, because 
some of Its melody or rhythm or tune proves at- 
tractlvoT and the others who havo a technical 
knowledge of it, and are thus able to discover some 
of the beauties otherwise hidden. Both of thcHc 
types are to be found hero at the Univeriilty, and 
their number Is surprisingly large. With few ex- 
ceptions, 811 admit a liking for music in varying de- 
grees of Intensity, many showing lhcm.sclvcs quite 
well versed in the finer details, and its newest 
developments. Too many, however, were still afraid 
ot it, expressing an InabUIty to understand its 
meaning. This I have already attempted to show 
is unnecessary for its appreciation, but people per- 
sist in maintaining inferiority complexes. 

raradoxically, mo.«t of the leaders of musical 
enterprises on tho campus belong to the I'aculty 
ot Ensinccring. Tho president ot the Musical As- 
sociation, both this year's and next, and that of 
tho Choral .Society, aro from this Kaculty, as well 
as many musicians prominent for their perform- 
ances in concerts here. Arts follows In order, .after 
which the rest of tho racultie», Munie supplyinc 
few of the men, though many of the women, 

Obscn-ation thus shows that tho BtudcntK 
Isavc a strong interest In music, and the .success 
ot their ventures In this branch, that they nt- 
tomptod, further Indicate their abilities. If they 
could overcome tho fear that conies ot ignoranco. 
they could come in for greater praiso, something 
which I hope they will merit soon.

John Gobs is back in Montreal again, and 
v.-ill appear this week in Tudor Hall with his Lon- 
ilon Singers, offering a program of old and new 
English pieces. Ho is considered ono of tho host 
.singers' of this type of music In Kngland, and his 
pc'if omi.j iiLi,' In .Moytio Hall a short while ago bears 
teutlniony lo this fact. His voice is strong and 
rich, and his interpretation la of higli order.

'riic ned and 'Wlilto nevu« promises to be 
musically of a hlgli order. Horn Goodman, tho 
director of this branch, was ratiier keen about the 
overture, which contains tho lilBlilIghts of the pro- 
duction, while "Trial by I'ury" is said to bo a very 
clever take-oft from Sullivan.

The Monlreal Orchestra 

•Symphony orchestras may bo very flexible In 
the scope of music which they can attempt, but 
they can never equal their best except when play- 
ing that vtrlilch Is written especially for them— thu 
symphony. Beethoven's Second In D major played 
at Sunday's concert helped prove this. Tho or- 
chestral tono and strength v/aa excellent, as usual, 
whilo Its technique seemed to be gaining with each 
performance. Tho slow and fust moveinouts of 
this composition were equally well Interpreted, ond 
tho ready rcsponso of tho musicians to tho con- 
ductor's baton al/liost surprising. It tho audience 
^ould only learn not lo applaud at the right time, 
this number might easily have approached musical 
perfection. 

Tho two niimbeVs played as a variation to tho 
usual programs, brought lesser noticed sections of 
ilid orchestra to the tore. riirccll's "Trumpet 
Voluntary" was rendered with some fine work on 
the part ot the brass winds, and with an espccially 
well handled solo-piece. The viollncclli playing the 
Concert stuck by Schumann Illustrated their fine 
technique, but were souiewhat harsh In tone.

This 
time It Is Bon Giovanni, and Fclicie Uunl-.Mlhacsek 
sings selections from nets 1 and 11, In Qortnan, 
Mention of tho composer Is enough to tell tho 
typo ot music that will bo found. The singer In- 
terprets her songs well, has quite a sweet voice 
and Is nbly lielpcd by fine orchestral aCCompiinl- 
ment.

(Continued from Pago One) 
many, France and England, anrt tho 
foundations wero laid for the J.ipan- 
cso Army and .N"avy of to-day. 

Modern Militarism was proiiab!/ 
tho most far-reaching device '.hat 
Japan learned from tho West and no- 
ono denies that sho learned It well 
Japan owes li?r political indcpendence 
to-day to the f.icl that In 1505 she 
was ablo to defcnt China nnd that in 
1903 she could hold tho Russian bear 
at bay and keep him out of Korea 
and South Manchuria. The China- 
Ruaso Japanese problem Is the next 
Important .elation between Japan 
and tho West. Japan fought China 
and Russia and won her points. She 
got Korea and a 99 year lease on a 
section of South Manchuria. 

Japan's part In the "World V.'ar was 
Important In as much as It kept the 
Paclfli! arc.i free and admitted J.ipan 
to the inner circle at Verralllcs ami 
mai'kc<J the beginning ot her pres- 
ence at World Parleys. Japan wa.« 
tho leader hi the recent plea for the 
reduction and limitation ot arma- 
ments. 

Japan's Economic r«otori. 

New Wcslern Improvements have 
been pr.ictically usurped by Japan. 
.Modern inventions are in use In all 
factories and Japan's roads and eleo- 
(rlcaV* apparatus aro extremely mod- 
ern. Fifty years ago ten, silk and rice 
wero lier principal crops and there 
was no such thing as foreign trade. 
Japan's main Import is raw cotton 
and her second meet importani, ex- 
port consists of finished cotton goods 
this being exceodt-d in outgoing goods 
only by silk. Power and labor Is 
cheap In Japan and sho is able to 
compete auccesstuliy with tho rest of 
the world In preparii.g raw cotton If 
she can find a ncorby market, lier 
second most Important Import con- 
slsts of Cnnaillan whe,it. 

Tho growth of tli.! factorir.i and the 
u.so of niachliies— rci)renMi,lng an In- 
dustrial Revolution packed Into a 
few yeaiH.— has had Its bad as well 
as its good effects on the people. 
Slowly but s'lrniy there is devfloplt.g 
a class conscloiij'ne.«s .Tniun;,- ih 
workers and tho government and prl- 
vato organizations aro taking mea- 
sures to Improve conditions. One of 
tho most profound diftlcultlcs affect- 
ing Japan at the present moment, lit 
1er growth In population. 
Sooia! and Intellectual Aspects of Life 

Coming now to tho rather general 
third category wo find ourselves more 
at the beginning than at tho middle 
of the process of we.<ternl»atlon. It 
la hard to eummarlso briefly the 
princli.ol point ot the cultural and 
Intellectual revolution which Is going 
on, but tho term "self realisation" 
might cover the matter roughly. The 
cry is for combination of the new 
material with tho better part of the 
old. Two events wero instrumental 
In starting this trend of thought, the 
earthquake In 1923 and tho American 
Immigration law of 1924. In conclu- 
sion Mr. Phelps stated that Ciiristl- 
anity mode u profound Impression on 
Japanese thought.
